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CURRENT  SERIAL  RECORDS 


Tallow  and  grease  production  in  the  worlds  major  producing  countries  is 
estimated  at  7>230  million  pounds  in  1962,  down  slightly  from  the  peak 
year  1961.    Lower  output  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  more  than  offset 
gains  in  practically  all  of  the  important  producing  and  exporting  countries, 

In  the  United  States  there  was  a  6  percent  decline  in  the  production  of  in- 
edible tallow;  edible  tallow  production  remained  the  same.    Lower  prices 
for  tallow  apparently  discouraged  some  firms  from  collecting  and  process- 
ing meat  fats  in  the  last  half  of  1962. 

Higher  production  in  South  America  was  associated  with  increased  meat  pro- 
duction in  Argentina  and  Brazil. 

Agricultural  policies  of  the  Common  Market  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  have 
encouraged  rapid  expansion  of  meat  production  that  has  led  in  turn  to 
greater  output  of  animal  fats.    Most  notable  in  1962  was  expansion  of 
tallow  production  in  France  and  the  continued  rise  in  the  United  Kingdom. 


Increased  slaughter  of  beef  animals  in  Australia  led  to  a  sharp  rise  in 
tallow  output  during  1962.    In  New  Zealand  only  partial  data  for  the  year 
are  available,  but  estimates  place  production  slightly  below  the  previous 
year.    Australia  and  New  Zealand  have  begun  to  export  tallow  in  bulk  as 
well  as  in  drums.    Bulk  shipping  has  made  tallow  from  these  two  countries 
more  competitive  with  the  U.S.  product,  and  its  impact  may  become  more 
evident  in  world  markets  in  the  near  future,  especially  as  land  and  other 
productive  resources  are  ample  to  make  possible  further  expansion  of  live- 
stock numbers  in  these  two  countries. 


Trade 


Exports  from  the  world's  leading  tallow  and  grease  producing  countries 
(excluding  Communist  Bloc  countries)  totaled  2,372  million  pounds  in  1962, 
down  k  percent  from  1961.    The  United  States,  with  exports  of  1,617  mil- 
lion pounds,  continued  to  he  the  major  supplier  with  68  percent  of  the 
total,  followed  by  Australia  with  269  million,  11  percent  of  the  total.  New 
Zealand,  West  Germany,  and  Canada  shipped  most  of  the  remainder.  (Germany 
is  both  a  large  importer  and  a  large  exporter  of  tallow.) 

The  increase  in  Australian  exports  followed  the  sharp  recovery  in  meat 
production  in  1961-62  providing  additional  supplies  for  export. 

New  Zealand  exports,  139  million  pounds  in  1962,  have  remained  more-or-less 
constant  for  the  last  several  years.    Both  New  Zealand  and  Australia  have 
developed  bulk  shipping  methods  that  enable  them  to  compete  more  effectively 
with  the  U.S.  product  in  certain  markets.    In  many  underdeveloped  countries 
drummed  tallow  is  still  preferred  largely  because  of  the  salvage  value  of 
the  metal  drums  and  some  of  these  countries  do  not  have  the  facilities  to 
handle  bulk  tallow. 

The  six  EEC  countries  taken  together  accounted  for  one-third  of  U.S.  tallow 
and  grease  exports.    All  countries  in  the  EEC,  except  Italy,  took  less  in 
1962  than  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  total  amount  shipped  to  the  EEC  was 
down  by  6.5  percent.    Japan  continued  to  take  more  than  any  other  country 
although  U.S.  exports  to  that  market  in  1962  fell  to  268  million  pounds  from 
k02  million  pounds  in  1961.    U.S.  exports  to  the  USSR  totaled  66  million 
pounds  in  1962,  a  sharp  drop  from  the  nearly  200  million  pounds  in  1961. 


Outlook 

World  production  and  trade  in  1963  will  likely  exceed  1962.    U.S.  production 
is  expected  to  increase  moderately.    With  meat  production  up  in  both 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  higher  taTLow  output  is  in  prospect.    At  the  same 
time  imports  into  the  more  industrialized  nations  (Western  Europe  and  Japan) 
will  probably  continue  at  current  levels  or  decline  slightly. 

The  strict  detergent  law  scheduled  to  go  into  effect  in  Germany  in  October 
1964  may  be  adopted  thereafter  by  other  European  governments.    This  law 
will  prohibit  the  sale  of  non-biodegradable  detergents  that  are  made  from 
petroleum.    Detergent  manufacturers  will  have  had  about  2  years  to  perfect 
acceptable  products  by  the  time  the  law  becomes  effective,  and  most  are 
reported  to  have  made  satisfactory  progress.    Therefore,  it  does  not  appear 
likely  that  animal  fats  will  benefit  greatly  from  this  law.    It  appears 
more  likely  that  increased  demand  for  tallow  in  the  future  will  be  for  use 
in  mixed  feeds  for  livestock  and  poultry,  increased  soap  use  in  developing 
nations,  and  in  newer  uses  created  through  research.

U.S.  Government  Export  Programs 

During  the  last  3  years,  U.S.  Government  programs  have  again  become  an 
important  influence  affecting  U.S.  exports  of  inedible  tallow. 

Between  1956  and  1958  about  185  million  pounds  were  sold  for  local  currencies 
and  exported  under  Title  I,  Public  Law  480,  and  between  1955  to  1961  over 
520  million  pounds  were  shipped  for  military  and  economic  assistance  under 
Section  402,  Public  Law  665. 

Beginning  again  in  1961  with  17  million  pounds  shipped  to  Yugoslavia  under 
P.L.  480,  the  program  was  expanded  in  1962  when  184  million  pounds  were 
shipped  to  Egypt,  Turkey,  Pakistan,  Poland,  Korea,  and  Taiwan.    In  the  first 
6  months  of  1963,  total  P.L.  480  shipments  were  187  million  pounds.  These 
shipments  included  25  million  pounds  to  Yugoslavia  for  dollars  and  long  term 
credit  (Title  IV).    An  additional  100  million  pounds  has  been  programmed 
with  purchase  authorizations  issued  for  final  delivery  before  October  1963* 
Thus,  in  1963  total  P.L.  480  shipments  of  tallow  will  likely  total  nearly 
300  million  pounds.
